BERLIN 


The American occupation authorities here this week banned 
DEUTSCHE WakrtTeE, the organ of the Right-wing German Party, one of 
the groups in Dr. Adenauer’s Coalition Government. Ostensibly, the ban 


was imposed because the journal appeared without a licence. 


But it is 


believed that the American action was taken because, in its last edition, 
the paper insulted a number of Jews and because of the recent Nazi-like 


activities of the German Party. 


Particularly alarming, in the view of democratic elements here, were 
the violent nationalist and antisemitic manifestations by supporters of the 
German Party at a mass electoral rally last week in the Berlin Sportspalast.

SUMMONS ENVOYS 


Implementation of U.N. 
Motion Urged 
From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 


The. diplomatic representatives. 


Israel of the permanent members of 
the United Nations Security Council— 
the Ambassadors. of Britain, the 
United States, and: Russia, and the 
French Chargé d’Affaires—met Mr. 
‘Sharett, the Israeli Premier, on Tues- 
day to discuss the Bat Galim incident. 
The consultations were held at Mr. 
Sharett’s request. He told the envoys 
that the time had come for their Govern- 
ments to do everything in their power to 
give. practical effect. to’ the Security 
Council’s. resolution of 1951 . ordering 
Egypt to cease interference with Israeli 
shipping. 

Mr. Sharett was anxious to ensure that 
there should be no misunderstanding 
about his Government's attitude on the 
principle of free passage through the 
Suez Canal-for ships flying the Israeli 
flag. Now that Egypt's charges against 
the crew of the Bat Galim had been 
disposed of by the Armistice Commis- 
sion [this is reported on page 32]. the 
Great Powers, it is .felt here, must 
take steps to ensure the implementation 
of the Security Council's resolution, 

The Israeli Premier also pointed out 
interest. of all maritime 
Powers in keeping international water- 
ways free.

Mayor’s Condemnation 

These uniformed “shock troops,” as 
they are known, are familiar sights at 
all German Party electoral rallies, in 
which former S.S:. men _ occasionally

The Sportspalast incidents have been 
strongly condemned by Dr. Schreiber, 
the Mayor of West Berlin, and by 
several political parties, the West Berlin 
House of Representatives, the organisa- 
tion representing foreign press corres- 
pondents, the local Association for the 
Protection of Human Rights, trade unions, 
the West Berlin Jewish community, and 
other groups which are perturbed at the 
recrudescence of extreme nationalism and 
antisemitism, 

Both the Jewish community and. the 
Berlin trade unions have demanded that 
the House of Representatives take action 
against those responsible for _ the 
incidents. At a meeting of Jewish 
leaders. Mr. Heinz Galinski, the. Presi- 
dent of the community, criticised the 
failure of the police to take action at 
the meeting. Dr. Seebohm, he added, had 
** done. nothing to prevent these shame- 
ful happenings.” The Jewish Central 
Committee is to hold an emergency 
meeting to consider the situation. 


Open Letter to Chancellor 


In an: open letter to Dr. Adenauer, 
the Federal Chancellor, the editor of 
a Jewish weekly in Diisseldorf referred 
io the Berlin events and said that * people 
throughout the world are already begin- 
ning to draw parallels between the time 
before 1933 and the present.” 

The letter disclosed that since Novem- 
leading members of the West 
Berlin Jewish community had received 
abusive letters. One letter said: “* We 
are back again! Berlin will soon be rid 
of her Jews. Our hour has struck !”’ 

The head of the Jewish Home for the 
Aged here received a letter telling him 
to inform inmates that *“ Germany will be 
purged of the Jews once more. The target 
date is February 27, 1956. Remember 
this date !”’

Dr. Nahum. Goldmann, Dr. Israel 
Goldstein, and other American Jewish 
leaders have rejected all invitations 
sent to them to attend gatherings in 
honour of Herr Raab, the Austrian 
Chancellor, who is visiting the United 
States. 

Dr. Goldstein has, in addition, written 
to Freedom House (the headquarters, of 
an. organisation founded. by leading 
American statesmen in 1941 to promote 
the principles and ideals of a free society 
all over the world) criticising its decision

Meanwhile, the Jewish Committee for 
Claims Against Austria is continuing to 
express its. dissatisfaction over 
latest offer in settlement. of Jewish claims. 
On Herr Raab’s return to New York from 
a tour of American centres, the Com- 
mittee published an advertisement in the 
main newspapers “ giving the facts about 
Austria’s’ lamentable failure 
Jewish. claims.” 

Signed by the leaders of the Committee 
—Dr.. Goldmann, Dr. Goldstein, Mr. 
Barnett. Janner, Jacob. 
Blaustein, and Mr. Adolph Held—the 
advertisement said that it was Austria’s 
moral: obligation to meet Jewish: claims. 

Aiding Former Nazis 

“The American Jewish Congress on Wed- 
nesday issued an excerpt from a secret 
agreement alleged to have been negotiated 
between Herr Raab’s Catholic People’s 
Party and the neo-Nazi League of: Inde- 
pendents during the 1953 elections. The 
People’s Party's .newspapers,. said the 
‘Congress, had confirmed that the agree- 
‘ment existed. 

_ The Congress claimed that the agree- 
ment outlined “extensive programme 
benefits to former Nazis” and was the 


. basic reason for Austria’s “ deliberately 


dilatory tactics ’’ in settling Jewish claims 
and for its persistent attempts to enact 
legislation favouring former Nazis at the 
iC One clause of 
the agreement stipulated that there could 
be no seitlement with the Jews unless 
America was willing to grant Austria a 
long-term loan for this purpose. 

Another section of the agreement, the 
Congress alleged, provided that heirless 
Jewish property would be used to give 


suitable compensation to Nazis forced 


to return property to surviving Jews. 

Asked to comment on the document, 
Herr Raab told me (through the Austrian 
Consulate spokesman): “It is a pure inven- 
tion. It [the agreement] does not exist and 
has never existed.”

ANGLO-JEWRY AND 
REPARATIONS 
Criticism at A.J.A. 
Council 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Following allegations that 
country had been “completely by- 


passed” in the first year’s allocations 


from the German reparations funds, 
the Anglo-Jewish Association is to 
consider joint action by all the British 
representatives on the Jewish Claims 
Conference to ensure a “ more reason- 
able’ distribution of the moneys this 
year, 

The matter was raised at the council 
meeting of the Association, held under 
the chairmanship of Mr. R. N. Carvalho, 
at Woburn House, London, on Tuesday. 

In his. presidential address, Mr. Car- 
valho described the freeing of the Arab 
bank balances in Israel as an expression 
of the magnanimity of the Government 
and people of Israel, and also congratu- 
lated them on “the magnificent restraint 
they exercised in the case of the 
Bat Galim and its crew. 

Reporting on the negotiations between 


representatives of the A.J.A., the Alliance 


Israélite, and the American Jewish Com- 
mittee. in. Paris, Mr. Carvalho said 
it was his earnest hope that the proposed 
conference. of West European Jewish 
communities would be held. The prob- 
lems before the European communities 
were great, he stated, particularly those 
affecting religious life and education, and 
it was important to make it clear to the 


in Europe. that Anglo-Jewry—now 


the largest community among them—was 
concerned with their problems in a posi- 
live way. 


German Sovereignty 


The reports of the Administrative Com-. 
mittee (moved by Mr. H. D. Barnard) 
and of the Charitable Trusts and Educa- 
tion Committee, presented by the Chair- 
man, Mr. A. S. Diamond, were adopted 
after a discussion, Mr. 
that after two unsuccessful attempts. the 
Yugoslav Jewish community had now 
selecied a proper candidate who would 


come over here to be. trained—at the. 


expense of the A.J.A. Commiuttee—at 
Carmel. College and the Montefiore 
College, Ramsgate, in order to act, upon 
his return, aS minister and teacher to 
the shrunken community in Yugoslavia.

was not a matter concerning the Associa- 
tion as such. It was an issue upon which 
they had to decide as individual citizens 
of this country. Having emphasised that 
he was speaking in a personal capacity, 
Mr. Landman expressed his surprise that 
THe JewtsH CHRONICLE—in its Political 
Notes” last week-——had “criticised by 
inference’ those Jewish Members of 
Parliament who had not voted against 
the rearmament of Germany. . Surely, he 
said, it. was their duty to vote. not. as 
Jews but as representatives of their con- 
stituents who had a duty to their- country 
as a whole. | | 
~The German problem was earlier raised 
by Mr. H. Samuels, who, referring to the 
recepiion in honour of Chancellor Aden- 


-auer given recently by Dr. Nahum Gold- 


mann in New York, said that German 
reparations had bedevilled the position to 
the extent that Jews Were in danger of 
losing their self-respect. 


Claims Conference Allocations 


Mr. F.-Q. Henriques, O.B.E.,; criu- 
cised the .“ unreasonable manner” in 
which the Claims Conference had distri- 
buted the allocations in its first year of 
operation. With the exception of Gates- 
head. he stated, all institutions and 
charities in this country had been com- 
pletely by-passed.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE PLACE 


And he called the name of that 
place. Mahanaiim (Gen. xxxii, 3). 


call a place by some 


Specific name because of an 

event which occurred there 
was a frequent practice of the 
patriarchs. This was the third time 
that Jacob had performed such an 
act, and in so doing he was merely 
following the example of his father 
and his grandfather. 

The significance of his act, however. 
lies in the name which he selected on 
this. occasion. The name Mahanaim 
implies a duality. Literally it means 
“a double camp.” It bore a twofold 
significance and revealed a dual charac- 


ter. It was the camp in which God's - 


messengers had revealed themselves to 
him; it Was also the place. which 
recalled the baseness and duplicity of 
his father-in-law Laban, | 
Some may consider it a mere acci- 


dent of history, and others may term. 
Ha sheer coincidence, yet it is note- 


worthy that this very place Mahanaim 
was to be the scene of a similar duality 
of action at a later stage in Israel's 
history. For a considerable period it 


served as one of the Levitical cities 


of refuge, where justice was meted out 
to the victims of circumstances. But 
it was here, too, that in the reign of 
David was enacted a vicious political 
intrigue of the lowest order. 

JF there is any truth in the saying 


that it.is not the place that makes 
the man, but the man who. gives 


character to the place, then Jacob cer- 


tainly was blessed with foresight when 
he selected this name for this spot. 
Life is not all-holiness and Godli- 
ness, nor are all men’s actions raised 
to the level of those of the saints. 
Life is exposed to a strange earthy 
magnetism which drags men down to 
the basest of levels. Life is not lived 


in a Bethel—a house of God: it is a 


warring camp. where Godliness and 
its Opponents are in constant. conflict. 


The duality of men’s actions is visible 
everywhere. 
“Life.as reflected within the human 


personality is also a duality. Kt com- 
bines the image of God with the 
frailties of humanity. In that com- 
bination are visible the positives and 


the negatives: the good and the evil, 
the comely and the ugly, the justice 
and the vice, the kindness and the 


cruelty. It is for man to be ever 
conscious that he lives Mahanaim, 


and to pursue the struggle until he 


emerges more refined by reason of his 
own efforts. 


[T would be absurd to imagine that 

the intention of creation was to 
make man perfect, without any poten- 
tiality for committing evil. It would 
have been contrary to the basic dic- 
tates of life and would have negated 
any need for the giving of the Torah. 
The fact that the Torah clearly defines 
the evil which men should avoid or 
combat is sufficient evidence that. the 
existence of evil must be realised. 

But out of that evil man must strive 
to extract the good. It was out 
the darkness of Paganism that the light 
of true belief emerged. Good can be 
seen at its best only when set against 
the backcloth of evil. 

“It is forbidden to pray for the 


complete removal of the wicked,” said - 


a rabbi of the Midrash, “for if God 
had removed Terach from the world 
when he worshipped his idols, there 
might not have been an Abraham to 
teach us the beauty of monotheism.” 
Were we not exposed to evil, but if 


we lived in a world of saints, we would 


lose any incentive to goodness. 

Jacob wisely foresaw the significance 
of the name Mahanaim. His own 
personal struggle has to be repeated 
in the experience of every man. It is 
for man to choose whether he will 
live in the camp of God or the camp 
of Laban; whether he will strive to 
sublimate himself in order to rise to 
the higher planes of thought and con- 
‘duct,-or surrender to the forces which 
are ever ready to drag him down to 
the lowest of levels.

MISTAKEN IDENTITY 


On his way to Berlin, where he 


died last Tuesday. Moshe Waldman, 


the eminent publicist, recently stopped 


in Brussels to attend the European 
Zionist Conference. There. he con- 
fided to my Special Correspondent that 
he was going to visit his own grave 
in the. former capital. This was no 
grim joke or tragic premonition. Mr. 
Waldman explained that during the 
early years of the Nazi régime he had 
been head of a Zionist intelligence

Suggestions in the Lords 


From our Parliamentary

Jowitr, leader of the Oppo- 
sition in the Lords, speaking in the 
Lords on Wednesday said that during 
his recent visit to the Middle East he 
had been deeply moved by the plight 
of the Arab refugees in Jordan. 

Of israci, he said: “ They have done 
things that really stagger the imagination. 
In the way of irrgation they are making 
the wilderness blossom like the rose.” 
There was a certain amount of develop- 
ment in the Arab countries, but to the 

neral problems involving Arabs and 
ews he did not think there could be 
any adequate answer. Nevertheless, he 
urged the people’ of Israel and Jordan 
and the United Nations to try to do 
something io tackle the problem, 

Lord Jowitt said that he found intense 
bitterness among the Arabs and a dis- 
trust of Britain and its promises. There 
was the general view expressed by the 
Arabs that the United States had noi 
considered the matter fairly on its 
merits. 

He described the position of the Arab 
refugees as a “festering sore” and 
appealed to the Government to do some- 
thing to end the situation, 
the smallest criticism of the 
Government,” he declared, “ but I am 
asking them to help in dealing with a 
problem which strikes me as being the 
greatest problem I ever came face to 
face with in my life.” 


British Troops as Guarantee 


After referring to the agreement with 
Egypt, Lord Jowitt begged the Govern- 
ment to give no arms {o either side. 
Money should be used instead on giving 
them ,tractors and irrigation tools, he 
said. 
allow a platoon of British troops in 
Israel—as the troops were in Jordan— 
it would be a guarantee and a reminder 
of Britain’s position, and would do an 
immense amount of good. a,

EpMOND FLEG 


DMOND FLEG., the illustrious 


French-Jewish poet, who 


80 last Friday, continues to 
astonish everyone, even his intimate 
friends, with his unfailing sprightli- 
ness. More than youthful vitality 
informs his dapper little figure and 


small head, beautifully shaped like 


a hazel-nut. There is an ageless 
harmony in his whole presence, in 
the not-yet-quite-grey hair carefully. 
parted and combed to one side, the 
delicately lined brow, the wide-set, 
far-sighted blue eyes, the strong 
inquisitive nose, the warm pink 
cheeks, the firm, rather sardonic, 
mouth, even in the red rosette of 
the Légion d’Honneur in his lapel 
and in the ample black cravat which 
proclaims that the elegant wearer, 
who feels at peace with himself and 
his fellows in the atomic age, began 


life in the remote era of the horse- | 


drawn tram. 
Edmond Fleg is imbued with the 


contentment of a man who, having 


resolved an epic conflict in his own 
sensitive and complex personality and 
in his manifold relations with other 
men, has come to serve as a guide to 
the perplexed. His long life has been 
devoted to seeking, and finding, an 
answer to the Jewish question in ulti- 
mate human terms. 

The supreme problem with which 


Edmond Fleg has grappled for decades © 


is the place to be occupied in society 


by one who was born a Jew but: 


grew up knowing next to nothing 
about Jewishness, who was attracted 
by the Gentile civilisation but was 
touched to the quick by antisemitism. 
who could not make out a case for 
his Jewishness yet recoiled instinctively 
with horror from any thought 
apostasy. His reflections on this sub- 
ject—the quintessence of his works— 
should be required reading for the 
millions of assimilated Jews, especially 
the young. 


* * * 


As a child, in Gegeva where he was 
born, Edmond Fleg\ experienced reli- 
gious ecstasies but was repelled by the 
seemingly senseless ritual, the negative 
commandments of Jewish law. His 
father, a prosperous silk merchant. 
would occasionally remark over a 
sefer: You've no idea what beauti- 
ful things are jn these pages!” But 
he quite failed to communicate them 
to. his son. From -an early age 
Edmond: Fleg was fascinated by 
Christianity, shedding tears over the 
story of the crucifixion, but he was 


repulsed, among other things, by the 


notion that a man should be equated 
with God and that the divine flesh 
and blood should be eaten and drunk 
in the form of the wafer and the wine. 

As a young student in Paris, at the 
famous Ecole Normale Supérieure,

who was a virulent 


to fashion their 
lives into a work 
of art. Friendship 
and _ dalliance 
Homer and 
Beethoven, bril- 
liant conversation 
and the writing of 
fashionable _ plays 
in sparkling verse, 
seemed to satisfy 
all his aspirations. 
His concept 
Judaism was that 
it was a spent force 
doomed to vanish 
altogether in his 
own generation. 

Then came the 
Drevfus Affair. 
The same hysteri- 
cal antisemitism 
which made a 
Zionist out 
Herzl transformed 
Fleg into a devoted 
Jew. At first he 
resisted the impulse 
to sympathise with. 
Dreyfus, for the 
very reason that 
they were of com- 
mon stock. Soon, however, he found 
himself asking: * What is this crime 
that we are accused of ?” A little later 
he wondered: *‘ What is this thing 
called Jewishness ?” 
into the Jewish heritage, learned to 
read the Prophets in the original, fell 
in love with the Hebrew tongue, which 
he regards as the essential key to the 
Jewish treasure-house, pored over the 
Talmud and the mystical writings in 
translation, familiarised himself with 
the fantastic history of the Jews. 

It is significant that in the process 
of his Jewish resurrection, which was 
slow and often painful, he broke with 
none of his friends, not even with one 
if sincere anti- 
Drevfusard. For it is the fundamental 
characteristic .of Edmond Fleg’s 
Jewishness, of his whole make-up, that 
in identifying himself with one set of 
people, with one particular line. of 
thought and action, he does not cut 
himself off from the other collectivi- 
ties. Unlike the bigot who feels that 
he belongs only if he shuts himself 
up in a small coterie, divided by 
hatred and contempt from the rest of 
the world, Edmond Fleg has a sense 
of his belonging to the whole human 
race. -In-one thing alone is he. an 
extremist—in his - tolerance. 


In 1913 Edmond Fleg published his 
first tome in the. series of poems, 
“ Ecoute, Israel,” which he has con- 
tinued down the years—an epic pro- 
duction tracing the history of Judaism 
from the beginning to the present 
time, Gaining instant recognition, he 
was commissioned. to compile his 
celebrated Jewish anthology, to write 


a biography of Moses, to pen his dis- | 


sertation “Why I am a Jew.” To 
his thirty and more creative literary 
productions and even to his transla- 
tions from the Hebrew, Yiddish, and 
other languages he brought not only 
a splendid refined talent and deep 


erudition but the added zest of a 
constant discoverer of new-old 
horizons. 

Perhaps the strongest crisis in 


Edmond Fleg’s life came in 1931, 
when he visited the Holy Land to 
acquaint himself with the setting for 
his life of the Jew, Jesus, which was to 
appear under the title of “Jésus 
raconté par le Juif Errant.” Travel- 
ling perchance in the company of the 


- great Chagall and Bialik, Edmond 


Fleg felt that he himself was only a 
* half-Jew.” In his magnificent 
spiritual travel book, “ Ma Palestine,” 
recounting..that.. memorable...journey, 
Edmond Fleg poignantly describes the 
convulsions of his conscience as a 
Jew whose place is with the pioneers 
rebuilding the city of Jerusalem and 
as a man whose home is in all places 
where the New Jerusalem is to be 
erected in the world-wide sense. 
Loyalty is the greatest of all virtues 
for Edmond Fleg. Like most Jews 
he is a man of many loyalties; but 
he has had the breadth of vision to 
harmonise all his loyalties and to 
sacrifice none. 7 
Edmond Fleg bears a passionate 
love for France, the country of his 
adoption—he was 40 when he volun- 
teered in the First World War for 


He delved deep - 


front-line service with the French 
Foreign Legion. | | 

At the same time Edmond Fleg has 
a perpetual nostalgia for the ancestral 
land of Israel, and a glowing enthu- 
siasm for the rebirth there of:a Jewish 
nation, without. which, he recognises, 
Diaspora Jewry cannot survive. He 
has every respect for the Orthodox 
Jew, but, himself non-observant, 
understands that a Jew may be irreli- 
gious and yet not renounce his 


Jewishness, Judaism js first and last, 


according to Edmond Fleg, ‘the Divine 
revelation of, and human fidelity to, 
the messianic ideal, the striving to 
achieve peace and brotherhood among 
all men, beginning with the Jews now 
divided by opinion and space. 


ko 


Edmond Fleg is the. prophet of 
hope, for the very act of hoping, he 


says, is the beginning of fulfilment. . 


His own constancy to the cause of 
hope was not weakened by his ordeal 
as a_ fugitive in German-occupied 
France, from which he refused to run 
away :- nor choked by the fumes of 
Auschwitz ; nor destroyed even by the 
tragic loss of his two sons in the 
Second World War, so that the grand- 
children of the future to whom he 
dedicated so many of his books were 
never to be born. : 

Physically -as well as spiritually 
Edmond Fleg has remained miracu- 
lously young and radiant. Indeed, the 
other day he aroused suspicion when 
he went out by himself, for ‘once 
unaccompanied by his life-companion, 
Mme Fleg. He had to reassure the 
concierge that his rendezvous was 
quite .an innocent. one—with _ his 
barber, in preparation for the whirl 
of celebrations arranged by the host 
of his admirers for his 80th birthday.

AMENDED KETUBA “INVALID” 


U.S.A. Orthodox Leader's 
Criticisms . 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 
The Orthodox Rabbinate in the 


United States strongly condemns the 


amended ketuba (marriage contract) 
issued recently by Conservative Jews 
in America, according to Rabbi David 
Hollander, President of the Rabbinical 
Council of America, the rabbinical 
arm oof t Union of Orthodox 

rew Congregations. . 
a an outspoken statement, Rabbi 
Hollander, who came to London last 
week to attend the conference on 
calendar reform convened by the Chief 
Rabbi, told me in an interview that he 
could not yet give an analysis of the 
new document, as it was still being 
studied by a halachic committee 
headed by one of America’s outstand- 


ing rabbinic authorities, Rabbi J. B. ° 


Soleveichik, of Boston. 

Like other rabbinic authorities, they 
had learned of the new ketuba only 
through the press, and they had not yet 
had time to’ give a definition. on its 
halachic validity, though at a perfunctory 
glance they had found material in the 
contract’ Which pointed to it being 


invalid from a halachic point of view. 


“Beth Din” Unacceptable 


- But their opposition to the document 


was based not-only on its legal validity 


or invalidity, said Rabbi Hollander. It 
was unacceptable also because of ihe 
so-called “Beth Din,” under - whose 
authority the contract would be enforced. 
This “ Beth Din.” could never be recog- 
nised by any Orthodox Jew. -A Beth Din 
must be composed exclusively of Ortho- 


dox rabbis, duly ordained, who accepted. 


and practised m their personal life the 
doctrines and. teachings of Orthodox 
Judaism—in_ brief, those who accepted 
as binding all the laws of the Shulchan 
Aruch and, above all, whose synagogues 
were not guilty of “* violating Jewish law ”’ 
by having organs in them. >: 
Rabbi Hollander said that the members 
of the Conservative Beth Din did not 


have any standing as rabbis in the eyes. 


of any Orthodox rabbinic group in the 
United States. Contrary to statements 
by the Conservatives, he added, neither 
the Israeli Chief Rabbinate nor other 
Orthodox rabbinates had been consulted 
before the announcement. of the new 
ketuba. ‘Rabbi Herzog had not been 
approached by the Conservatives. And 
Rabbi Brodie had expressed to him 
{Rabbi Hollander] his extreme displeasure 
at not having been notified of the pro- 
posed change. In. response to a cable 
sem by the Rabbinical Council, which 


represents 600 Orthodox rabbis in the. 


United ‘States and Canada, Rabbi Brodie 
had stated that, although he was waiting 
for additional details, he could. already 


Say that his Beth Din would not recognise 


divorces arranged by a Beth Din not 
consisting of. and not. sponsored by, 
Orthodox rabbis. 


United Opposition 


The Rabbinical Council was united in 
this matter with the other rabbinic bodies 
im the U.S.A.—the Agudat Harabbanim 
and the Igud Harabbanim. 

The matter, added. Rabbi Hollander, 
had been well summed up in a statement 
by Rabbi Oscar Fasman, the President of 
the Hebrew (Orthodox) Theological Col- 
lege in Chicago, who had contended that 
the Conservative rabbinate had “ officially 
voled to permit the violation of a Bibli- 
cal commandment (Lev, xxi, 7) and 
thereby forfeited its right - to speak 
in the name of the halacha.” Judaism, 
Rabbi Fasman had stated, was a universal 
religion and “ could-not tolerate the pro- 


vincialism of a segment in any ‘single © 


country changing legislation. that affects 
members of our faith in every part of 
the world... . Without a world conclave 
on so fundamental an issue the adoption 
of the plan can only be regarded as the 
public declaration . of a new sect 
in the history of. Judaism.” 

Finally, Rabbi Fasman had stated that 
the Faculty of the Hebrew Theological 
College publicly declared that any mem- 
ber of the (Conservative) Rabbinical 
Assembly who had derived his status as 
4tabbi from ordination bestowed by that 
college was no longer to be relied upon 
or considered as a spiritual leader. His 
cddei ship in-a group. that misinierpreied 
the halacha in theory and practice com- 
pelled the faculty to withdraw its endorse- 
ment of his opinions and decisions. 

Rabbi Hollander said that the Rabbini- 
ie Council had also stated that the prob- 
= to which the authors of the new 
Ketuba had addressed themselves was not 
as claimed ~the ‘stemming of divorce-—but 
ra he! a4 means for dealing with

The amended ketuba. which stipulates 
that the husband or wife should agree to 
a penalty of money in the event of their 
not acceding to the authority of the Beth 
Din, had, Said Rabbi Hollander, not yet 
been tested in any court of law. Many 
jegal authorities had already expressed 
grave doubt as to the contract standing 
up in court, especially as it made refer- 
ence to a religious tribunal as an integral 
part of the contractual arrangement. 


Alleged Misrepresentation 


Bitterly criticising the Conservative 
movement, Rabbi Hollander said that 
thousands of people who belonged to that 
group had never ideologically ceased 
being Orthodox. They had been “ lured ” 
to the Conservative movement 
the —z factors: the Conserva- 
tives, especially the rabbis, had yielded 
authority of the law to the convenience 
of the people—they had Jong ago given 


official sanction to mixed pews at ser-, 


vices; and many Conservative — rabbis 
had organs at their synagogues and 


encouraged congregants to travel to 


synagogue in vehicles. 

They had also been looking for some 
time into the advisability of drafting a 
private contractual agreement. beiween 
husband. and wife which would be a civil 
contract and enable the granting of a 
civil divorce if in the opinion of. the 
Beth Din it was advisable and necessary. 
But they did not want to reach a hasty 
decision in this important matter. 

In addition, the Rabbinical Council was 
working with State Legislatures in an 
eflort to ensure that States did not give 
final decrees of civil divorce until it had 
been certified that both parties had agreed 
to follow the authority of the Orthodox 
rabbinate. Though this seemed to be 
inconsistent. with the separation . of 


Church and State, there appeared to be 


a chance of forcing this through. 


Rabbi Hollander, who was a lawyer. 


before being ordained, is a New Yorker. 
He was Vice-President of the Council 
for six years before being elecied 
President. He is rabbi of the Mount 
Eden Jewish Centre in. New York and ts 
very active in the Zionist Movement in 
general, and in the Mizrachi movement 
in particular: 


SWEDISH CHIEF. RABBI 
~ Community’s Work for Israel 
By a JewisH CuHronicLe Reporter 


Dr. Kurt Wilhelm, the Chief Rabbi 
of Sweden, who was one of the Chief 
Rabbis who visited this country last 
week to confer on the steps to be 
taken to combat the scheme for calen- 
dar ‘reform, told me in an interview 


that the leaders of. Sweden’s Jewry 


were doing their best to bring Judaism 
to. those smaller districts where 
hitherto no Jews had lived and which 
now have small numbers of Jewish 
inhabitants—a few of those who had 
come as refugees. 

They were faced. however, he. stated, 
with the problem of finding ‘Hebrew 


teachers who would travel to these places 


to teach the children and; he added, also 
educate the parents. 

Dr. Wilhelm told me that Sweden has 
a Jewish community numbering about 
13.000 to 14.000, 7,000 of whom hive in 
Stockholm. 3 

Speaking of Jewish religious life in 
Sweden, Dr. Wilhelm told me that they 
had one large community, consisting o! 
members. of all shades. ‘of religious 
opinion, and he is very proud of the 
fact that this community is characterised 
by religious freedom and unity.. There 
is one Central Synagogue—in Siockholm 
—and the community also possesses two 
synagogues whose members are. more 
Orthodox. 

The community provides Hebrew and 
religious education for its children at one 
large school. Jewish cultural life in 
Sweden... Dr... Wilhelm. said, — had 
improved: in the last few years and there 
was great interest in everything Jewish. 

Interest in the new State of Israel is 
also very great, and he referred to the 
fact that 6.000 to 7,000 visitor visas to 
Israel had been issued in Stockholm. 
Sweden’s Jewry also contributes: gener- 
ously..to..the various Israeli funds. 

Dr. Wilhelm told me that-he is a 
member of the World Union for Pro- 
gressive Judaism and a traditional Jew. 


He was born in Germany. studied 
in Breslau Theological Seminary. and 


later in the Theologica! Seminary 


in’ New York, whence he graduated 


in. 1925, returning that year to 
Germany. From then until 1929 he 
served as State Rabbi of Brunswick, and 
from 1929 until 1933 as Communal 
Rabbi of Dortmund. It was in 1933 that 
he left Germany and settled in Jerusalem, 
where he founded the Progressive Con- 
gregation of Emei Vemunah, which is 
supported by the World Union for Pro- 
gressive Judaism. He received a call in 
1948 to be the Chief Rabbi of the 
Swedish Jewish community.

Support for Religious

Dr. Herzog is leaving this country for 
Canada next Tuesday to enlist support 
for the Supreme Religious Centre. | He 
will not visit the U.S.A. because, the 
said. he felt he needed a rest after his 
exhausting effort and. because he could 
not be away too long from Israel.

Importance of Mr. Shuckburgh’s Mission 


| By a Diplomatic Correspondent 
The Queen's reference in her speech 


at the opening session of Parliament. 


to the Gévernment’s efforts to bring 
about an understanding between Israel 
and the Arabs, and tHe visit to Israel 
of Mr. Evelyn Shuckburgh, Assistant 
Under-Secretary for Middle East 
Affairs at the Foreign Office, have 
caused a good deal of comment in 
diplomatic circles. 

Both facts were widely commented 
upon and have given much satisfac- 
tion to the Israelis. They also are 
understood to have caused some 
anxiety among Arab diplomats in 
London, who, especially in the Queen’s 
reference, have detected a notable 
change in the British Government 
policy and a greater cagerness to seek 
means for lessening Arab-Israe! 
_tension. 

-Litde information has heen made avail- 


able of the outcome of Mr. Shuckburgh’s 


mission, -His few days in Israel have 
given him full opportunity to gather much 
information; Israeli leaders having been 
very open and frank. His reception in 
Jerusalem was much friendlier than that 
in Jordan, for instance. But it would be 
too early to try to assess the outcome 
of his visit, which. in Government 
circles, is described as a “ fact-finding ” 
mission, 


British Talks 


At present Mr. Shuckburgh is meeting 
British diplomais from. all Middle East 
European countries at a special confer- 
ence in Nicosia. The British Ambassador 
in Israel is also present. The conference 
has no strict agenda. It is to include a 
ful} review of British policy in Egypt and 
Persia, and the Palestine question, it is 
admitted here, will be given prominence. 

From comments in London it is 
increasingly evident that there is not at 
present any tendency in the Foreign Office 
to abandon its faith in the Arab League, 
however undefined. Sir ‘Anthony Eden 
is stil believed to cherish the idea that 


the. Arab League performs a useful func- . 


tion in the Middle East. Moreover, 


having now esiablished amicable relations | 


with Egypt, the main cementing force of 
the League, Britain will ultimately be 
able to persuade the members of the 
League to accept Israel's existence and 
come to. terms with the Jewish State. 
This will take time, and Mr. Shuckburgh 
ig understood ‘to have appealed for 
patience all round, in Israel as well as 
in the Arab States. 

The choice of Mr. Shuckburgh for this 
all-important tour is considered particu- 
larly significant. He has, for some time, 
been the main Foreign Office adviser on 
Middle East~ affairs and is known to 
enjoy the Foreign Secretary's trust and 


confidence. His recommendations will, 
therefore. form the basis for Britain’s 


future British policy. The mission was, 
it is ‘admitted, the start of an appraisal 
of British Middle East. policy, and the 
next step is naturally awaited with much 
interest.

Most of their 
reports on his. trip were accompanied by 
long. lists of Arab demands. aimed 
obviously more at . discouraging § the 
British guest than at helping him in his 
difficult fact-finding task.

YOUTH AND THE 
SYNAGOGUE 


Influence of Clubs 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Standing Conference of the 
Welfare Committee of the United 
Synagogue, meeting on Tuesday at 
Woburn House, London, discussed 
“Youth and the Synagogue.” Mr. 
Arthur Snowman, the newly elected 
Chairman of the Welfare Committee, 
presided. 


Referring to the children’s services, 


organised by the Welfare Committee, 


Mr. Snowman said hoped that 
through these services the children would 


be able to take their place in the main 
synagogues as young adults and adults. 

The Chairman moved the adoption of 
the annual report of the Welfare Com- 
mittee, which was approved by the Com- 
mittee at its last meeting. 


Mr. M. Richardson, Welfare and Youth : 


Officer of the United Synagogue, presided 
at the symposium. 

Rabbi M. Steinberg, minister of the 
Brixton Synagogue, said that from every 
pulpit and platform they heard the same 
outcry, that Judaism was facing a great 
and severe crisis mainly because. the 
young generation was drifting away and 
deserting the synagogue and the camp 
of Israel. It was true that many children 
grew into young men and women with- 
out any real attachment and love for 
Judaism, for the synagogue, and their 

lorious heritage, but the question must, 

asked whether it was the fault of 
the young generation or perhaps of the 
Jewish home ceasing to be Jewish because 
of the indifference of parents towards 
Jewish traditional observance and 
practice. 


Failure to Inspire Youth 


They should. not: deceive themselves. 
said Rabbi Steinberg, by thinking that 
the ordinary club or social centre, 
admirable as it may be, by the fact that 
they were bringing the youth together to 
the synagogue premises, was the ideal 
solution. They had to admit that as yet 
they had failed to inspire the Jewish 
youth with a sense of purpose in Jewish 
life and 
appreciation of basic Jewish values. 

Miss Katherine Lewis, Club Leader at 


the Willesden: Jewish Youth Centre; satd 


that. youth leaders knew that leisure 
interests and activities were important 


and must be catered for, but they were 
not by any means the reasons for. the 
club’s existence. They might be the axis 
on which the club revolves, but the 
motivating force of a club could be 


expressed as the belief that Jewish boys 


and girls should grow. up in a Jewish 
environment. 

“In the club, she added, they tried to 
stimulate a sense of responsibility not 
only to one another but to the synagogue 
and the community as well. 

Mr. S. M.. Drage, Chairman of the 
Club Advisory.Committee of the Associa- 
tion for Jewish Youth, referred to the 
unsuitable way in which some clubs were 
started and were expected to run, and 
the reason why these clubs. eventually 
closed. When some of these clubs 


_reopened and sought the guidance of the 
Welfare Committee and the A.J.Y. they 


were usually successful.

Austria, the resolution added, could 
not divest itself of its liability. to 
indemnify the Jewish victims.

JOHANNESBURG 

The South African Jewish Board of 
Deputies and the local Zionist Federa- 
tion have issued a joint statement 
about the necessity of regulating 
fund-raising for overseas causes. 

The statement emphasised that South 
African Jewry had two campaigns—for 
the United Israel Appeal and for the 
Communal Fund, All appeals for other 
overseas causes, it said, must 
approved by the Board of the Federa- 
tion. ‘“ Unauthorised appeals might 
prejudice these two basic united cam- 
paigns, the statement added. It alleged 
that several unauthorised appeals were 
at present being made in South Africa 
for overseas causes and urged that appli- 
cations for fund-raising campaigns be 
submitted before the arrival of the per- 
sons conducting the campaigns. 

lt is learned that the statement was 
precipitated by the arrival here of Rabbi

Several Encouraging Signs

Current signs and developments 
secm to indicate that the frigidity in 
Washington towards Israel is begin- 
ning to. lessen, 
statements in responsible U.S.A. 
quarters, it would appear that there 
is now a better appreciation and a 
keener understanding here of Israel's 
position in the Middle East. 

While this is encouraging, it would 
he unwise to be over-optimistic. A 
sudden or drastic reversal of American 
policy should not be expected, but a 
gradual improvement in American- 
Israeli relations, hitherto strained, is 


not unlikely in the foreseeable future. 


But there is~ still a hard, 
ahead. 

Here are a few of the signs which point 
towards improved relations: 

(1) After months of pleading by Israel 
and its friends in America. against the 
shipment: of arms to the Arab States-— 
thes repeatedly stressed the inherent 
weaknesses and instability of the Arab 
révimes—there exists today a_ greater 
awareness in Washington — concerning 
Isracl’s security. It is finally beginning 
to dawn on. more responsible officials 
here that arms sent to the Arab countries 
now could easily fall into the hands of 
irresponsible leaders in those countries 
tomorrow because of the unstable régimes 
e. Israel’s vulnerability and insecur- 

therefore, are seen in a clearer if not 
sympathetic perspective.

Source of Internal Strife 


(2) At the same*time many officials 
and journalists in Washington have begun 
io. quesuion the wisdom of creating a 
military unbalance in the Middle East by 
the shipment of arms to the Arabs while 
refusing to. grant similar aid to Israel. 
If this military unbalance becomes a 


reality, contended here, it will 
undermine whatever stability still exists 


in the Middle East. It will not only 


‘work to the detriment of Israel but: will 


also. prove to be a source of internal 
strife within the Arab countries among 


squabbling factions seeking to gain 
power. 
(3) The presentation of diplomatic 


credentials in Jerusalem instead of Tel 
Aviv by a number of envoys, including 
the new American Ambassador to Israel, 
is another of these signs. Despite the 
protests lodged with the Secretary of 
State, Mr. Dulles, by the representatives 
of the Arab States in Washington, Mr. 
Dulles refused to veer from his course. 
It is true that he told the Arab diplomats 
that. it was “the policy of the U.S.A. 
Government to look to 
Nations as primarily responsible for 
determining the future status of Jerusa-

At the 
Same time the Middle East policy of the 
Eisenhower Administration will be subject 
to greater criticism, unless a more friendly 
attitude towards Israel is adopted. Of 
some 315 candidates for both Houses of 
Congress who expressed their opposition 
to the sending of arms to the Arab States. 
nearly 200 have been elected. These men 
are eager to maintain and improve 
American-Israeli relations, There is 
already a marked disposition in certain 
quarters to stress American-Israeli friend- 
ship to a greater extent than has been 
done in ‘the recent past. 


Dulles-Eban Talks 


(5) An early resumption of the talks 
Israeli

Eban, is scheduled. The decision to 
resume the discussions has already been 
made; it merely remains for the parties 
in question to set the date. Israel's 
security. will undoubtedly be a = major 
factor in the discussions. In this connec- 
tion there is a strong possibility. that the 
Tripartite Declaration of 1950 may come 
up for review and. in all likelihood, Israel 


seek to obtain a reaffirmation. of

Britain. France—will - guarantee

ISRAELI-TURKISH TRADE 


DIFFICULTIES

ISTANBUL 

New measures are being considered 
by the Israeli Legation here to’ over- 
come difficulties which have arisen in 
Turkish-Israeli trade relations. 

Because of the drought, Turkey has 
been unable to export to Israel the 
agreed amount of wheat and cotton. It 
has cancelled all exports of these pro- 
ducts to foreign countries. Israel, on 
the other hand, has decided not to issue 
Permits for exports to Turkey unless 
Payment is made in advance through 
letters of credit. 

In recent months the balance of trade 
between the two countries has devel oped 
greatly in favour of Israel. Turkey, now 
Israel’s second best customer, 1S 
buying more goods from the Jewish State 
than it can sell to that country. 

To prevent a decline in trade, Israel 
has decided to purchase Turkish goods 
Other than cereals. But it is expected 
that Turkey will again be able to export 
Wheat to Israel after the arrival of 
imported cereals from the United States. 


SEARCH FOR MISSING 
ORPHAN CONTINUES

AMSTERDAM 
In a report on the budget estimates 
of his Department, Mr: L. Donker, the 
Dutch Minister of Justice, 
week that investigations to establish 
the present whereabouts of Anneke 
Beekman, the missing Jewish war 
orphan, are being pursued vigorously. 


He also reported that all war criminals 


not serving life sentences would be freed 
by the beginning of 1958. A total of 
464 are still in prison, of whom 153 were 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

The authorities, said Mr. Donker, had 
so. far approved 3.900 of the 5,200 
applications for restoration of citizen- 
ship from persons of Dutch origin who, 
because they volunteered for service in 
the German Forces during the war, lost 
their Dutch nationality. It is expected 
that some 270 applications will be 
rejected.

WORLD CRIMINAL 
COURT SCHEME 
Delaying Action at U.N. 
From our U.N. Correspondent 


New Yor« 
With the passing of the years it has 


become apparent that the majority of 


the members of the United Nations 
are less anxious to attempt to codify 
the findings of the Nuremberg and 
Tokyo trials to apply to crimes against 
humanity committed in peace-time. 
Recently, action has been taken in 
U.N. committees to delay for at least 
two years discussion on the definition 
of aggression and on a Draft Code 


of Offences Against the Peace and- 


Security of Mankind. Now, there is 
another move to delay for a similar 
period the question of establishing an 
International Criminal Court. 

All these questions, which are closely 


' linked, arise from the Nuremberg and 


Tokyo tribunals. which first. defined 


_crimes and then applied penalties. Not 
the least of these crimes were those - 


against the Jewish peopie, although there 
was no difect punishment for them, It 
was to correct this—to set punishments 
for individuals and States for direct 
crimes in war as well as in peace—that 
the establishment of an International 


Criminal Court was sought. 


Postponement Suggested 


Following the postponement. of the 
Draft Code of Offences, the Sixth Com- 
mittee of the General Assembly began 


discussing the proposed Criminal Court. 


But both the. United Kingdom and 
Venezuela agreed that the time was not 
yet ripe to consider the establishment of 
such a court, and both advocated post- 
ponement of the question for two or 
three years. 

The report of the 1953 Committee on 
Criminal Jurisdiction, 
which. contains. a draft statute for an 
international criminal court. was intro- 
duced by the rapporteur of that commit- 
tee, Dr. B. Rolling, of Holland. He 
suggested that the first thing to be 
decided was whether the United Nations 
wanted such a court now, and whether 
under present  ponaiicns it was possible 
or desirable to create it.

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UNITED SYNAGOGUE AND JEWISH EDUCATION 
; Equitable Share of Burden 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sik,—I must thank you for the 
Space devoted in your issue of last 


Week to the meeting of the Council 


of the United Synagogue, but I must, 
nevertheless, ask to trespass further on 
your space, first in justice to a highly 
respected member of the Anglo-Jewish 
community, secondly so that your 
readers may not be led astray by 
inaccuracies in a statement published 
elsewhere in that issue. : 

Your reporter recorded quite accurately 
that I supported the motion by Mr. 
Mendel expressing apprehension at the 
delay in the presentation of the report of 

ethe Beth Din Group. But it appears that 
considerations of space caused the omis- 
sion of the fact that before Mr. Mendel 
spoke I read out a letter from Mr. David 
Weitzman, Q.C., M.P., pointing out that 
he was not responsible for any delay; 
there can be no doubt, and it was obvious 


_ that the Council fully accepted the fact, 


that Mr. Weitzman as Chairman of the 
Group has, with his customary public 
Spirit, been devoting his time and energy 
unsparingly to this task as have most of his 
colleagues. Without that preamble your 
report of my support of the motion, and 
its reception by the Council, would have 
conveyed a grave injustice to persons to 
whom the community owes much. 
I do not propose to enter into a dis- 
cussion Of the issues arising from my 
Statement to the Council on the finances 
of the United Synagogue. Too many of 
the major institutions of our community 
depend on the financial stability of the 
United Synagogue, as is shown by the 
table which you were good enough to 
publish on page 8 of that issue, for it to 
be right to debate such matters in the 
columns of a newspaper, even those of 
your paper. But some fundamental mis- 
takes of fact in Mr. Levin's statement can- 
not be left uncorrected. ene 

Mr. Levin referred to “the solemn 
pledge of the late Mr. Frank Samuel that 
the tax would be restored when required.”’ 


It is disquieting that, in so serious a 


matter, Someone occupying Mr. Levin's 
responsible position, should quote publicly 
that part of a statement which assists his 
argument and omit without any indica- 
tion that he is doing so that part which 
refutes it. The words which Mr. Samuel 
used in that pledge, which were recorded 
in a letter from him to the Chief Rabbi, 
were: 

“I carried out the promise I made to 


you in stressing to the Council that there 
_| was nothing in the proposals before them 


which modified in any way the principle 
of communal taxation for purposes of 
religious education and that it will, of 
course, always be at the discretion of the 
Council of the United Synagogue in its 
yearly financial deliberations to. determine 


the actual. rate which shall be levied in 


respect of religious education. I added 
that I had no doubt that in so doing the 
Council will, in the future, as they have 
done in the past, have full regard to the 
needs of religious education. and the 
response thereto which is being made by 
other bodies. My remarks in this con- 
nection met with loud acclamations.” 


‘CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE LONDON BOARD OF 


was asked to pledge £30,000. It was 
against that background that the late Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen used the words 
quoted by Mr. Levin “ the United Syna- 
gogue would be compelled to increase the 
Synagogue contributions by 334 per cent 
to implement the plans for education.” 

In order to produce the £30,000 which 
we had promised, we estimated that a 
tax of 334 per cent would be needed. 
Apparently, it-is now suggested that that 
334 per cent was immutable. What would 
have been the position if that tax had, at 
some time or another, only produced 
£20,000 or £15,000 ? Of course, we would 
have been expected to increase the tax to 
50 per cent or more or in some other way 
to find at least the amount that we had 
pledged—and,. of course, we would have 
done this. We have never failed to 
implement a pledge. 

t think the accompanying figures illus- 
trate my. statement that the United Syna- 
gogue has paid “at least the amoun 
that we pledged.” 

In your leading article you use the 
words “It is niggardly to hark back to 
the old figure of £30,000." It might be 
inferred from that that we are desirous 
of only contributing that figure, but we 


have made no such suggestion. We recog- 


nise that the cost of education has risen 
and the present rate for education alone 
produces more than £48,000 per annum, 
every penny of which and more is paid 


over to the London Board. 
use the words of your leading 
article, “‘ The aim should be to induce the 
other bodies to pay a fair share.’’ Con- 
tributions started on the basis of the 
United Synagogue paying sums. which 
were equal to five-sevenths and the Federa- 
tion two-sevenths. We have always paid 
more than that pledged share, although it 
was always realised that United Synagogue 


classes would not cost the London Board > 


anything like that sum—it is only in the 
last few years that the Federation has paid 
what it promised and has fallen so far 
Short of its “fair share”: that last year 
some 77 per cent of the money spent on 
education came out of the pockets of 
members of the United Synagogue—how- 
ever Mr. Levin may dividé up the figures 
in his statement it cannot alter that fact 
and the published accounts of the London 
Board admit it. If the Federation were 
paying their two-sevenths there would be 
no problem. 


Such a situation is bad enough, and 


it- must not be aggravated by demanding 


more from the United Synagogue until 
other bodies take their fair share of the 
burden. Then, and not until then, can 


we be asked to implement Mr. Frank. 


Samuel’s pledge. 
You suggest that I should have got “ all 
the parties together with a view to secur- 
ing an equitable division of .the burden.” 
I feel an equitable division is the five- 
sevenths/two-sevenths one originally 
agreed. I am, in those circumstances, 
bound to say that it does not seem my duty 


to call a conference as you suggest. 1 


am, however, a8 always, prepared: to join 
in deliberations on this all important sub- 
ject if I can be assured beforehand that

Annual Grants 


The Federation, he added, made. an 
annual grant of £500 from -their own 
coffers ‘towards the maintenance and 
expansion of the Kosher School-Meals 
Service.

Mr. Samson said that there had. been .

He asked for a vote of confidence in the 
policy he had urged of putting the boys 
into. foster-homes. 

A resolution that consideration of the 
closing of the Samuel and Myer Home 
be deferred until a special meeting of the 
Board was lost by five votes to 21. 


The. recommendation..of the Executive 


Committee regarding the closing of the 
Home was carried by 22 votes to four. 
It was then agreed unanimously that the 
endowment of the Samuel and Myer 
Home be kept intact and the income 
applied in accordance with the direction 
of the Board for such purposes as the 
Board should think fit. 
Dealing with the finances of the Board, 
the Treasurer, Mr. Alderman Bernard 


Waley-Cohen, said that the deficit in the - 


present year was £20,000, and that it 
would be £36,000 next year. It was 
essential to increase the revenue of the 
Board. The £24,000 contributed was a 
“mere pittance”’ compared with the 
money raised for other causes.

Allegation Against Histadrut 


November 12 issue, does not deny that 
the Israeli. Ministry of Health tried 
unsuccessfully to. bring the members 
of the civil service and the police 
under a non-political health . service, 
instead of that of: the Histadrut. He 
then goes on to say that “the Ministry 
of Health also knows that the Kupat

event....” Moreover, he admits that 
“mass immigrants were and still are 
the responsibility of the Jewish 
Agency, who insured them with his 
Kupat Holim for’ the first three 
months.” He asks who compelled 
them to join it, or who forces the 
civil service to remain in the Histadrut 
Sick Fund. 

_. This represents the crux of the whole 
matter. I charge that the Huistadrut 
acts aS a parallel government”. of 
the State. When Mr. Liff says that_ the 
Histadrut Kupat. Holim’ “ will continue 
to exist in any event,” he implies that 
the Government of Israel cannot change 
it. Does it not mean that the Histadrut 
does what it wants ? 

Indeed, this is most effectively illus- 
trated by the system of taxation in !srael. 
Taxation there leaves the ordinary tax- 
payer a minimum for his family without 
taking into consideration education, 
insurance, 
r category is that of the big Histadrut 
trusts, co-operatives, kibbutzim, and 
wholesale and marketing organisations, 
which are virtually exempt from taxation. 


Tnuva made a turnover of £325,000,000, 
but it has not been taxed. The same ts 
true of Solel Boneh, while Hamashbir 
Hamerkazi (wholesale department of the 
Histadrut) paid only £3,000,000 on a 
turnover of £148,000,000-——-and this only 
after heavy pressure put on the Govern- 
ment by various members of the Knesset. 
At the same time, Hamashbir paid 
£4.000,000 into its reserve fund. A 
private. undertaking would haye had to 
pay £8,000,000 tax on the basis of such 
reserves alone. 

I expect that Mr. Liff or some other 
Histadrut champion will contend that the 
next, like the last, Knesset election will 
demonstrate the near-majority support of 
this parallel “* government.” But no limit 
is laid down to expenditure in Knesset 
elections. At the last general election 
the Histadrut spent about £7,000,000 on 
it. With the 
financial power at the Histadrut’s disposal 
and the unlimited expenditure, how is the 
elector in Israel to express himself freely 
and without fear of the juggernaut loom- 
ing over him ?

Threat to Judaism 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,The agreement of the twelve 
Chief Rabbis on tactics and ways and 
means of combating the Indian-spon- 
sored scheme now before the United 
Nations to reform the calendar, as 
reported in your columns last week, 
will be welcomed by those who fear 
the undermining of the structure 
of Jewish religtous life. 

“More than . Israel has kept. the 
Sabbath,” says the famous adage, * the 
Sabbath has kept Israel,” so - if 
the Sabbath ts to be lost, all is lost. Even 
now, when the Sabbath 1s on.the seventh 
day of the week, Jews in the Diaspora 
find it difficult to observe. How much 
more so would they find it difficult if the 


plank day -were. introduced and the 


Sabbath had to be celebrated on different 
days of the. week from year to year! 
Imagine, for example, the following 
announcement: “* Maariv will commence 
at 5.30 p.m, on Monday, erev Shabbat,’ 

or a similar ‘notice might appear for a 


Tuesday or a Wednesday as the case may 


be. What hope of finding a minyan on 

these days if it is so hard now ! 
Reform of the calendar would be a 

great calamity in that it is not only an 


attack on the Sabbath, but it is also 


an attack on Judaism. Few of us will 
forget that in our long history our 
observance of. the Sabbath has been 
endangered more than once, but our 
people rose to the occasion and fought 
with all their might and strength to up- 
hold the old tradition—emerging victorious, 

This “scheme” may be just another 
sign from heaven to awaken us from our 
lethargy in matters Jewish and make us 
zealous for the law. Now, therefore, is 
the time to bring home the lessons of the 
importance of the Sabbath and of its 
sanctity, so that Israel may be preserved, 
Maybe there is no Ezra in our times to 
stand in the market place to lift up his 
voice and weep and thus put a stop to 
the desecration of the Sabbath, but the 
rabbis. combating the Calendar Reform 
scheme will be fulfilling the same mission 
“It is a time of trouble for: us. but 
from it salvation may yet. spring forth.”

SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL

Duty to Constituents 


To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE | 


Sir,—I should like to protest in the 
strongest possible terms at the letter 
from Mr. J, B. Birks, in. which. he 
says that the Jewish community is 
entitled to ask why 15 Jewish M:P.s 
did not vote against the rearmament 
of Germany in the Commons. debate. 
on that subject. 

Although Mr, Birks states that “it is 
not sufficient to be fobbed off with the 
reply that their first duty is to their con- 
stituents. . I would submit that such 
1s.. indeed the position. Fortunately 
British Jews have complete ‘civic equality 
with their non-Jewish fellow-citizens, and, 
therefore, we are happily not represented 
qua Jews in Parliament. This is* indeed. 
a matter of fact which cannot. be ‘seri- 
ously disputed, and it surely follows that 


“-any duty which a Member of Parliament 


might owe is only to those who elected 
him, and not to the religious community 
of which he happens to be a member. 
In. addition, I would suggest that Ger- 
man rearmament ts now so bound up 
with international politics that it has 
ceased to be a specifically Jewish prob- 
lem. Although I personally do not sup- 
port it any more than Mr. Birks does, 
I can appreciate that a Gentile who 
suffered. at the hands of Nazis is 
just as likely to be strongly opposed to 
German réarmament.as are many Jews, 
By a!! means let us protest—as, indeed, 
we have every right to do—against Ger- 


man rearmament, but in so doing we. 


should not. make irresponsible statements 

which strike at the very root of our 

political emancipation for which so many 

fought for so long. :

THE American Joint Distribution Com- 


mittee, celebrating its 40th birthday this 


week, has grown to be so organic, so vital 
a part of worid Jewry, that it is liable to be 
taken for granted. Like all human institu- 
tions, though to a lesser degree than most, 
it has its imperfections, which are seldom 
overlooked and are often magnified out of 
proportion by the almost professional 
caviller and axe-grinder. Pausing on this 


anniversary occasion, however, to look back 


on the A.J.D.C. record of world-wide social 
service, one cannot marvel sufficiently at the 
extent of its achievements, nor grieve enough 
at the magnitude of the tragedies that have 
been its raison d'étre. 


It is fitting that the A.J.D.C. should be 


popularly known simply as the “Joint.” 


From its inception it has been a joint affair 
of all the elements of. American Jewry. 
Orthodox, reform, non-religious, 
capitalist, assimilated, Yiddish - speaking, 
Zionist, non-Zionist, anti-Zionist, and various 
other groups have worked together in the 
“Joint” in a sustained effort of statesman- 
like unison all too rare in Jewish life.

There are 
occasions when the condescending “big 
brother ” tactics of American Jewry irritate, 
as illustrated by the report on page 5 of the

and large the American Jew has not lost 


his fine intrinsic humility. He is filled with 


humble gratitude at the thought that provi- 
dentially he has been spared the gruesome 
fate of his brethren in the old homeland. 


Close observers—and one can lose per- 
spective by getting too close—may complain 
of the American scene that money, the bi 
money, comes out of Jewish pockets by 


- appeals to vanity rather than to the heart, 


and that its distribution by the “ Joint” has 
become so bureaucratic as to lose the human 
touch. The deeper truth of the matter is, 
however, that American Jewry is growing 
more and more conscious of the indivisibility 
of Jewish ties.

NEO-NAZIS AGAIN | 


NEO-NAZI antisemitic elements, somewhat 
submerged till now, are beginning again to 
test their strength. In Berlin, at a campaign 
meeting of the German Party for the city 
elections, which take place on Sunday next, 
there were most disquieting echoes of the 
HITLer days, with shouts from uniformed 
Party members of “ Jewish swine ” and a call 
for new gas-chambers and concentration 
camps. (The German Party. is one with 


pronounced nationalist tendencies.) Foreign — 


correspondents who did not stand up and 
sing the old anthem “ Deutchsland iiber alles” 


were insulted—two, it is alleged, were also 


assaulted—and a number of students were 
savagely beaten. All this happened at a meet- 


ing addressed by a member of Dr. ADENAUER’S | 


Cabinet, with the police, according to Jewish 
leaders, efusing to intervene. It is true that 
German Socialist leaders, the Burgomaster of 
West Berlin, Dr. SCHREIBER, and some of the 
city’s students’ organisations are reported to 
have been shocked at this violent disturbance, 
which has naturally caused much dismay and 
apprehension among Jews in Germany as 
well as in other countries. The German 
Government appears so far not to have taken 
any steps to apprehend and punish the 


. Culprits nor has it announced any measures 


to try to prevent similar occurrences in the 
future. The Minister of Transport, Dr. 
SEEBOHM, who was one of the leading figures 
at the meeting where the anti-Jewish mani- 


festations took place, has not only not apolo- 


gised for the incidents, but has been defiant 
_ (it is open to question whether in such circum- 
Stances he ought not to be asked to resign 
from the Cabinet), and he has actually issued 


~ new threats against the Berlin Jewish leaders 


who protested against the disturbances. 


There are, regrettably, it must be said, by 


Dr, ADENAUER’S own choice, too many 
former Nazis and their supporters in high 
positions in Germany today for the Govern- 


ment to be able to take strong action against — 


them. It is of little comfort to Jews, or anyone 
else for that matter, to be reminded that there 


e are Nazis in Eastern Germany as well. The 
_ plea that there are not sufficient non-Nazis 


for the positions available in government and 
local government jobs is a two-edged one—it 
goes to show also how many Nazis and Nazi 
sympathisers there must have been. What is 
more disturbing, however, is that such an 
anti-Jewish outburst could have taken place 
at the very moment when Germany is seeking 
to be accepted fully into the family of 
European nations and when many people in 
the West are inclined, if not to forgive, at 
least to forget. It is little consolation to be 
told that this new call for gas-chambers is also 
disturbing to Dr. ADENAUER and President 


Heuss. The fact remains that the offending 


party is represented in the coalition Govern- 
ment and that the HITLER-GOEBBELS 
adherents seem again to be emerging only too 
rapidly, without any clear word of regret or 


condemnation from Bonn. The re-education | 


of the Germans is a longer job than their 
leaders presume it to be, 


Since the Berlin anti-Jewish manifestations, 


the situation seems to have deteriorated fur- 


ther. Jewish leaders are now receiving abusive 
letters warning them that “we are back 
again.” Others are told that “* Berlin will soon 


be rid of the Jews.” The neo-Nazis are issuing 
a clarion call that their “hour has struck 


again.” One more than usually impudent 
letter, sent to the head of a Jewish old peoffle’s 
Home, sets a “ target date” in 1956 for a 
“new purge” of the Jews. As was to. be 
expected, the Jews in Germany have reacted 
strongly with protests. The chief Jewish 
weekly newspaper in Germany, which has 
long exercised patience and has not been 
unduly critical of the Bonn Government in its 


difficulties, has felt impelled this week to pub- 


lish an open letter to the Federal Chancellor 
in protest against the events which haVe taken 
place in West Berlin. Jews in the United 
States, too, have reacted quickly, as have also 
leading newspapers, against this shocking 
reappearance of old scenes in new Germany. 
In Britain, as in other free countries, there 
will be a watchful waiting to hear what the 
German Government proposes to do to put a 
stop to such anti-Jewish outbreaks, which are 
again becoming a menace to Germany itself 
no less than to the handful of Jews who, 
despite everything, continue to live within its 
borders.

SHECHITA BOARD PENSION 


AT the recent meeting of the Council of 
the United Synagogue, the Hon. Ewen 


MONTAGU, in a statement which was distin- 
guished by restraint, gave a disquieting 
account of the relationship between Mr. M. 
LEDERMAN (President of the Federation of 
Synagogues) and the London Board of 
Shechita. In 1951 Mr. LEDERMAN, then a 


poultry shochet, suffered an injury which © 


the Board’s officers accepted as having arisen 
in the course of his employment. Alterna- 
tive employment at a higher salary was 
found for him as an Assistant Poultry Super- 
visor. Following a psak din issued by the 
Ecclesiastical Authorities, the condition was 
laid down that Mr. LEDERMAN should not 
hold this position in conjunction with the 
Presidency of the Federation of Synagogues, 
and Mr. LEDERMAN thereupon retired from 
the latter office. | Notwithstanding the 
decision of the Ecclesiastical Authorities, in 
June, 1953, Mr. LEDERMAN secured re-elec- 
tion to the Federation Presidency. The 


_Shechita Board did not act peremptorily, but 
gave Mr. LEDERMAN one month from July 1, — 


1953, in which to decide whether to remain 
in its employ or to remain President of the 
Federation. The issue would appear to have 
been clear enough. Mr. LEDERMAN was also 
all the time receiving a salary as headmaster 
of a Talmud Torah.

Here is another, 
a first novel, which covers a single 
Friday in the lives of a Johannesburg 
Jewish family. It happens to be the 
Leventhals’ silver wedding, but as 
only Mrs. Leventhal remembers the 
anniversary she is the only one to take 
stock of the preceding years. She 
remembers Max, who had wooed her 
so persistently and had changed after 
marriage from a prosperous business 
man to a pious dreamer an 
unsuccessful bookseller, _ She considers 
her four children, especially the 
middle two—Laurie, whe should have 
been a doctor but through lack of 
money has been apprenticed to a 
pharmacist; and Jessie, who might 
have been a lawyer but is only a 
secretary. Because Max, — gross- 
looking and shabby, no longer appeals 
to her, Mrs. Leventhal has identified 
herself entirely with her children : her 
absorption jn them and the restraint 
she exercises over her loving curiosity 
are particularly well done. 

Indeed, the whole of Mrs. 
Leventhal’s’ day—her hopes and 


‘anxieties.. aS she prepares for the 


Sabbath, her hectoring of the willing 


- but stupid Bantu servant, her relations 
with each child—form a. thoroughly | 


satisfying opening to the book with 
its undercurrent of racial resentment 
and antagonism. For the rest, Mr. 
Segal. while happy enough with the 
character of the father, is far less so 
with the children. Laurie, restless 
and bored, longs vaguely to become 
a great writer ; and meanwhile steals 
ergot from his employer so that his 
Jewish mistress can end an unwanted 
Jessie throws up her job 
because. she Is in love with the son 


of her Gentile employer and will not 


marry out of her faith. 

It is a pity that Mr. Segal has chosen 
the clumsy device of tracing the day 
four times, for he produces too many 
extraneous characters (though each is 
adequately sketched), and needless 
repetitions and. descriptions make the 
book too long for what he has to 
say. All the same, he can certainly 
write, and in his next book may well 
show a firmer grasp of his material. 


‘FROM A JEWISH PULPIT 


Because I Believe: 
Addresses, and Essays. By Rabbi

A voice, no Jonger heard in London, 
will be pleasantly recalled by this 
volume for many were once 
familiar with it. The selection of 
sermons. which it contains were 
delivered mostly in Durban, but also 
from the pulpit of the St. John’s’ Wood 
Synagogue in many instances. 

Rabbi Swift uses his pulpit in the 
main as the medium for recalling 
his hearers to the traditional paths of 
Judaism. His message js simple and

he drives home his conviction that 
Jewry, can survive only in the atmo- 
sphere of the Torah. This repetition 
could easily become monotonous to 
the listener and reader were jt not for 
the skill with which the preacher uses 
the homiletical treasury of the rabbis. 
Most of the sermons include an appro- 
priate Midrash which is 
topical application ; and this is a fea- 
ture of Rabbi Swift’s preaching which 
Will give this volume a high place in 
Anglo-Jewish sermonic literature. 

If a new edition is called for, there 
are a few points which should receive 
The recurring solecism, 
ad loco, needs correction. While it is 
Proper and useful to supply chapter

THE STORY OF THE “JOINT”: 1914-1954 


N the 40 years of its existence 
the American Joint Distribution 
Committee has spent some 

$500,000,000 towards the relief of 
about 4,000,000 distressed Jews in 
more than 60 countries. During 
this period—surely as eventful as 
any in the millennial chronicles of 
the Jewish people—the “ Joint” has 
Striven with might and main to 
rescue Jews from a= series of 
cataclysms culminating in the 
vastest holocaust of all time, and, 
latterly, to salvage wrecked Jewish 
lives for the reborn State of Israel. 

The story, at once epic and simple, 

Starts with the outbreak of the First 
World War. At that time the world 


Jewish population was 13,000,000. In 


Europe, chiefly in the eastern and 
central areas, were concentrated 
10,000,000 Jews. Of the 2,000,000 
Jews in the United States, half were 
newcomers who had not been in the 
land of liberty for more than a decade. 
In towns and villages on both sides 
of the Atlantic, Jews were then sing- 
ing “A Brievele der Mamme’n.” The 
symbolism of this Yiddish sob-song 
afforded a marvellously concise and 
prophetic insight into the main. trend 
of contemporary Jewish history. The 
Jewish mother, who has been left 
behind in Europe and who has a 
‘premonition of death, appeals to. her 
child, who has gone off to America in 
search of a better life, to keép in 
touch with her, to send her.a “little 
letter”’ before it is too late. . .-. 


Generosity and Kinship 
When disaster came in Europe, 


American Jewry displayed that sense 


of responsibility and solidarity proper 


a son who, though given to bluster- 


ing like any self-made man, is yet at 


heart full of reverence and Jove for” 


his parents, for his. unfortunate 
brethren. American Jewish generosity 
can .be explained only in terms of 
The numerous bodies which sprang 
up, in 1914, in the New World to

Every now and then the “Joint” 


has announced its intention to retire. 


It has seen its mission of mercy rather 
as that of a lifeboat which sets. out 
to answer a specific SOS. But the 
craft has had to remain at sea all the 


time, because there is no end to the

supporting. But there was crisis after. 


crematoria ; but some pregious Jewish 
lives could be bought of the Germans 
for hard currency, and 
“ Joint” rightly did. 

After the military defeat of Nazism 
the “Joint” toiled as never before 
among the displaced persons, and 
assisted more than 500,000 Jews— 
many of them by Aliya Beth—to 
Israel, and another 120,000 to other 
countries. It was by far the largest 
mass migration ever arranged by a pri- 
vate, non-governmental organisation. 

Now that France has become the 
most important Jewish centre on the 
Continent west of Russia, the “ Joint ” 
has its main offices at Paris. Of its 
budget totalling this vear $27,000,000, 
it devotes less than a third to Europe. 
Upwards of. $13,000,000 goes to 
Malben, the “Joint” institution in 
Israel that takes care of thousands of 


this . the- 


aged, handicapped, and chronically 
sick new immigrants. The balance is 
spent on Jews in Moslem countries, 

During a recent trip to North Africa 
I was able to see the “Joint” in 
action, preparing the unhappy Jews 
there, especially the young, for a full 
life. Here are a few characteristic 
facts. | 

In Tunisia, with “ Joint ” funds and 
under the guidance of Mr. Henry L. 
Levy, the “Joint” director, the 
Kehillas and various other Jewish 
bodies are jooking after the rising 
generation from before birth. Pre- 
natal clinics have been established ; 


mothercraft is being taught; pregnant. 


women have been persuaded to submit 
to medical examination; 
mothers have been inveigled—through 
a system of mass bribery—to bathe 
their babies, in fact they think nothing 
nowadays of applying soap and water 
to their offspring ; pasteurised milk is 
distributed, The long and short of it 
is that since the “ Joint” moved-into 
Tunisia some five vears ago the Jewish 
infant mortality rate has decreased by 
one-third. 

-In 1950,'3,500 Tunisian Jewish chil- 
dren attended school. Now the num- 
ber has risen to 16,500, virtually the 
entire child population. Schools have 
been modernised, new text-books, 
including Hebrew ones published by 
the “Joint,” have been distributed. 
More than 7,000 schoolchildren are fed 
daily. Last year 3,000 children were 
sent to summer holiday camps—this 
year the fellagha disturbances reduced 


the figure to 1,000. At the fine Ort 


school, 350 boys and girls are being 
taught trades, and another 600 have 
been apprenticed outside. University 
scholarships have been granted to 100 


Jewish students. 


The Task in Morocco 


In Morocco, where the larger Jewish 
community is in much worse straits 
than in Tunisia, the “Joint” effort 
is correspondingly greater. There is 
a school feeding programme for 23,000 
children. Summer holiday camps were 
arranged this year for 10,000 children. 
Mr. Sam Haber, the “ Joint” director, 


elaborated plans for the erection 


of a large kindergarten in Casablanca, 
which will take the last Jewish 
children out of the abominable 
chedarim . for the creation of a soup 
kitchen designed to take the countless 
Jewish beggars off the streets ; and for 
the building of a home for the aged. 

One legitimate grievance which may 
be addressed, not to the “Joint” in 
particular, but to the Jews in general, 
is that all too often they’ have failed 
to see the portents of oncoming 
calamity, albeit acquitting themselves 
magnificently when the worst happens. 
But, then, we Jews could never have 
developed our. unique faculty for 
braving catastrophe if we had learned 
to avert it in the first instance... .

The very formulation of the major 
problems of “A Study of History ”* 
must strike one as deeply rooted in 
Jewish conceptions which in = due 
course came to form much of the core 
of Christian...and...Western. thinking. 
Professor Toynbee is engaged in a 
quest for meaning in the seemingly 
meaningless flow of empires emerging 
and collapsing under the waves of 
invaders, of civilisations crystallising 
and. disintegrating from war, class 
struggle, or exhaustion, He is haunted 
by the question whether religion 1s just 
one of the aspects of a civilisation, its 
moving spirit, or the consummation

PROFESSOR TOYNBEE AND THE JEWS 


By J. L. TALMON 


And at the end of some forty years 
of meditation and much despair the 
secret has at last been vouchsafed to 
Professor Toynbee that salvation is 
the fulfilment of Time and that a 
universal region, coincident with a 


_ world empire and synthesising the four 


great _religions—Christianity, Islam, 
Buddhism. and Hinduism—would be 


the crowning and justification of. His- 


tory. Jewish Messianism and stoic 
faith in the unity of mankind have 
thus been vindicated. 

Professor Toynbee gives no hint of 
his being at all conscious of the Jewish 
ancestry of his categories of thought 
and his postulates. This springs from 
the fundamental lack of respect for 
Judaism peculiar to him. 

Professor Toynbee describes the 
“birth of Judaism .... out of the 
primitive religion of one of the paro- 
chial communities into which _ the 
Syriac society had come to be articu- 
lated .. as a result of the “4ncor- 
poration of Syriac society into the 
Babylonian internal proletariat.” The 
“higher religion” was born already 
in eighth-century Syria under the 
impact of the “Assyrian Fiail.” It 
was brought to maturity two or three 
hundred years later in Babylonia 
“among the uprooted and departed 
descendants” of the Syriac peoples. 
“The birth of Christianity out of 
Judaism ” 
poration of the Syriac society into the 
Hellenic internal proletariat, and the 


ensuing act of self-assertion by the two 
as allies against the dominant classes.” 


Nothing is thus left of the -image 
of a peculiar people. The parochial 


community is swallowed up in Syriac — 


society. The Jews are no Jonger the 
people out of which‘came one of the 
two most important shaping forces in 
Western civilisation. This sounds start- 
lingly paradoxical, almost magnifi- 
cently novel. But is it history? In 
fact, for all its apparent sophistication, 
it is a naively pedantic view. | 

The historian is not so much con- 
cerned with originality, precedents, 
and analogies. real or apparent and 
accidental, as with the question of 
significance in so far as it js a synonym 
of effective rather than intrinsic great- 
ness. He must resolve why of. similar 
ideas. some fail to leave any impres- 
sion, while others become a. mighty 
formative influence. Professor Toyn- 
bee clearly realises this when he 
reflects that “the choice of a provin- 
cial divinity (a tribal Yahweh) to be 
the vehicle for the epiphany of a God 
who is omnipotent and unique might 
seem at firsf sight to be an inexplicable 
paradox, . Why, then, is it that, 
in the mystery play which. has for its 
plot the revelation of God to man, 
the supreme has been allotted, 
not to an ethereal Helios or an 
imperial Amon-Re (or a:Marduk-Bel), 


but to a barbaric and provincial 
Yahweh, whose qualifications for 


meant really the “incorc-? playing this tremendous part might 


seem, On Our present showing, to be 


so conspicuously inferior to those of 


some of his competitors ?” ; 
Toynbee’s answer is that parochial 


Yahweh won the “ Battle. of Gods” 


for exclusive and universal validity. 


owing to His “ relentless intolerance,” 
His “ devouring jealousy.” 


How strangely Professor Toynbee 


hovers round the point and misses it ! 


For, surely, it is not Yahweh’s jealousy 
that made Judaism the bearer of the 
decisive message to the Western world, 
but the up till then unprecedented 
phenomenon of a people so riveting 
itself to a spiritual message, so wholly 
subjecting itself to its authority, as to 
become, at least ideally, a nation of 
priests, a holy people. It was this 
incarnation of the Word in a living 
people that became such a determin- 
ing influence throughout Christendom. 

As to the Jews of post-exilic his- 


tory, they are, according to Professor — 


Toynbee, to be counted among ~ the 
fossilised relics of similar societies now 
extinct...’ The. history ...of .. the 
Diaspora is not a two-thousand-year 
story of a living and creative com- 
munity, but the tale of a shriveiled 
fossil lingering on. 

Professor Toynbee’s over-emphasis 
on the Jews having been the masiers 
of the West in finance and trade to 
the point of equating “ modernisa- 
tion” with “Judaisation” betrays 
overtones of both Sombart and those 
feudal reactionaries who in their 
hatred of bourgeois Jiberalism and 
constitutional ideology, attempted to 
depict the Industrial Revolution’ and 
modern economic development as the 
triumph of Judaic materialism. There 
is a grain of truth in Toynbee's asser- 
tien that Jews were admitted and 
tolerated as long as they were

UR home was, of course, 
Orthodox, but not so strict 
as to make us think that 
religion was a burden. We enjoyed 
our religion and looked forward to

MAKING A LAMPSHADE 


Fine eilk lampshades are expensive, 
yet nothing is easier or more reward- 
ing than to make one for yourself. 
Whether you re-cover old frames or 
buy new ones, they cost only a few 
shillings and take very little material. 

First, bind the lampshade frame with 
tape—in the case of an old one, this is 
not necessary. Then make a paper pat- 
tern from the lampshade, pinning the 
paper round the frame and cutting panels 
to the correct mee Lay the pattern on 
the material, making sure it is on the 
cross. Machine the seams carefully on 
to the frame and - them to correspond 
with the spines of the frame. Then pin 
the material along the top of the frame 
and stretch well towards the bottom, pin- 
ning again here and making sure that the 
material has no crinkles anywhere. This 
is important to the finish of the lamp- 
shade. Oversew the material round the 
‘op and bottom of the frame and trim 
sew a fringe to the lamp- 

ack.

CHESTNUTS—SWEET & SAVOURY 


To remove husks and skins. Put in a 
saucepan with cold water to cover, bring 
to the boil and boil for 15 minutes, or 
make a slit in the nuts and put on a 


. baking tin in a moderate oven for 15 
Take out a few at a time and 


minutes. 
remove shells and skins with a pointed 
knife. 

Boiled Chestnuts. After removing skins 
cook in slightly salted boiling water till 
tender—about 30 minutes. Drain and 
serve coated with parsley sauce, or thick 
brown gravy. 


With Roast Matton. Boil for 15 minutes, 
remove husks and skins and bake round 
the joint for about half an hour, turning 
occasionally so that 
browned. 


Sandwich Spread. Rub boiled chest- | 


nuts through a sieve and moisten with a 
little top’ milk or cream. For a savoury 
spread add grated cheese, salt and 4 
to taste. For a sweet spread add a little 
strawberry jam. 7 


Chestnuts and Mushrooms. Boil peeled 
chestnuts till tender, then return to the 
saucepan with sufficient thick brown 
gravy to cover, add 2 or 3 tablespoonfuls 
of eoved mushrooms and simmer for 
10 minutes. 


Chestnuts with Sweet and Sour Sauce. | 


Boil 1 Ib. of peeled chestnuts till tender, 


then drain. Melt 1 oz. of margarine in a 
oz. of flour, and 


saucepan, stir in 1 
gradually add 4 pt. of water in which the 
chestnuts were cooked, and 2 tablespoon- 
fuls of vinegar. Stir till boiling, add a 
tablespoonful of sugar, 1 tablespoonful 
of sultanas, and the chestnuts, and simmer 
gently 5-10 minutes.

DO not know whether many of 
| you will agree with me when I say 
that I always get a feeling of 
refreshment and pleasure by re-read- 
‘jng any of the works of our great 
novelist Charles Dickens. His know- 
ledge of human nature is so great and 
his sense of humour so deep that he 
makes a special appeal to us. Many 
of his sayings have become household 
words and’ he is. quoted very often; 
but there is one of his maxims. of 
which 1 want you to make.-a special 
note. He said: “ Never be. mean in 
anything, never be false, never be 
cruel. Avoid these three vices and 
there is always hope for you.” 

I do not think that there are many 
of us who are mean, for it is such 
an un-Jewish quality. To be mean is 
the opposite of being charitable and

sometimes shows a_ sly character. 
| know that very few of you would 
show this malicious disposition, and 
you show your charity on every occa- 
sion and respond eagerly to our funds. 

What does Dickens mean when he 
says, Never be false”? 1 am certain 
he js not only saying, do not tell an 
untruth, but. he means that we should 
not betray our friendships or our faith, 
We must not be false to our traditions, 
io our religion, or to our. race. 

[he rabbis remind us ‘that the 
Hebrew. word for “truth” PYON is 
made of three letters that are at the 
beginning, the middle, and the end 
of the alphabet, showing how truth 
should pervade the whole of human 
life. On the other hand, the Hebrew 
word for“ lie” “WW consists of three 
of the last letters. of the alphabet. 
showing that. a lie: is the very last 
thing to which we should resort. |

We are told not to 
muzzle the ox when it threshes out 
the corn, for it would be cruelty to 
excite an animal’s natural desire for 
food and then to prevent him from 
Satisfying. it. 

You may remember that only just 
recently I reminded you that Eliezer’s 
lest for a suitable wife for his master’s 
son was the offer of drink for the 
thirsty animals. Rebekah showed her 
generous nature by giving drink to 
master and animals. You would 
expect that anyone who shows con- 
sideration to dumb creatures may be 
supposed to be generally tender and

We may be proud that, among all 
the ancient peoples of the world. 
Israel alone taught kindness to 
animals, and for this reason are our 
ancestors acclaimed as “the merciful 
children of the All-Merciful.” 

Jewish law goes further than bid- 
ding us never to be cruel, it bids us 
to be kind. We must possess the posi-

STORIES FROM THE 
APOCRYPHA 


1I.—Daniel and Bel 


Those of you who are _ fond 


of detective stories will be interested 


to know that one of the earliest 
examples is to be found in. the 
Apocrypha. After the destruction of 
the First Temple, hundreds of Jews

economically indispensable, and per- 
secuted and even expelled as soon as 
the people amid whom they lived had 
learned to conduct business by them- 
selves. 
This is, however, quite a different 
proposition from reducing wide 
complex of Jew-Gentile relationships 
to mere persecution and readjustment 
with the help of commercial clever- 
“ness. 
The fact is that Professor Toyn- 
hee’s framework of history is con- 
ceived in singularly crude outline No 
wonder he would not perceive the 
strong support offered to his thesis by 
the Jewish example of a religion form- 
ine the core of a civilisation, and such 
a religion-conditioned civilisation sur- 
viving even after all the tangible props 
had been knocked away from under it. 
But Professor Toynbee has no use 
for such an ethereal civilisation. He 
is altogether at his weakest on ideas 
and creeds, and his treatment of politi- 
cal systems, as, for instance, of 
democracy, does not reach beyond the 
commonplace. . Furthermore, owing 
to the a priori schema of a world- 
embracing construction, Toynbee can- 
not, but fail where the historian 
becomes an artist—namely, the 
“feel” of the concrete, inner spirit 
of a milieu; age, or problem. . which 
comes from a Jong and loving immer- 
sion tn the recesses of a limited field. 


Anti-Zionist Propaganda 


Professor Toynbee’s account of 
Zionism and the emergence of Israel 
reads im. places like some hand-out 
from an Arab propaganda office: The 
heading under which the subject is 
treated.is “ The Modern West and the 
Jews.” The author's obvious intention 
is to show the calamitous impact of 
the West on the Eas*-~a pet idea with 
lfoynbee—first. by causing the exter- 


mination of European Jews by the 


Nazis, and then -as a direct after-effect 
bringing about what he calls the expu!- 
sion of the Palestine Arabs by the 
Jews. 

‘In spite of the expressions of horror 
at the Nazi holocaust and the reserva- 
tions of mutatis mutandis, there is the 
Outrageous suggestion that the two 
events are of the same nature. . But the 
Nazi Gentiles’ fall was less tragic than

Arabs had embarked. upon a= mur: 
derous campaign against the Yishuv 
On the morrow of the U.N. resolution. 
Or that the Jews would have accepted 
the solution suggested earlier by the 
Anglo-American Commitfee of Inquiry’ 
had: it not been shelved by Bevin. 

The stark fact is that hundreds of 
thousands of Arabs have been victims 
of a tragedy. It is, however, the task 
of the historian who surveys great his- 
lorie transformations to use the scales 
of distributive justice, with equal 
freedom from | sentimentality and 
inhumanity, 

lt is difficult to make out what are 
his exact charges against Zionism. In 
one place he condemns the Zionists 
for not. waiting meekly and patiently 
for Messiah, then-——the most absurd 
though flashy criticism of Jews—for 
succumbing in their obsession: with 
Zion.to the typically Western passion 


archaism. 


The. whole struggle for a Jewish 


State is presented by Professor Toyn-. 


bee as a shabby deal. Not. for a 
moment would he admit that support 
for Zionism in England and. America. 
by the League of . Nations and .the 


United Nations; could in any way have. 


been the expression of an jdealistic 
recognition by the world conscience of 
a Jewish claim on the world. 


Statelet o€. Israel 


Professor Toynbee mocks at the tiny 
‘statelet” of Israel. and grows 
eloquent about the irresistible march 
of mankind towards universalism. A 
citizen of that “statelet ” may perhaps 
remind him that the great--works of 
civilisation were forged in over- 


populated Athens and. Florence. and 


not in the vast steppes of Scythia, and 
that never have more new. sovereign 
States been created than in. this: age of 
advancing —universalism. Professor 
Tovnbee is angry: with Zionism: for 
treasonably wish:na the Jewish people 
to become assimilated by accepting. the 
Gentile idea of-the nation-State. while 
at the same time his underlying thesis 
is: that. the Jewish. foss | has. nothing 
worth. preserving after all.

JERUSALEM 
__ The special committee of the Israeli- 
Egyptian Armistice Commission. has 
dismissed Egypt's appeal against the 
Commissions decision on ‘the’ Bat 
Galim incident. 

Meeting last week, it approved a reso- 
lution proposed by General Burns. head 
of the U.N. Truce Supervision Organi- 
sation, who suggested only one alteration 


in the Commission's. original _motion— 


that Egypt's claim that the Bat Galim 
fired on Egyptian fishing vessels was 
“ unsubstantiated,”’ and not “unfounded.” 
But in making this suggestion, General 
Burns made it clear that his amendment 


in no way affected judgment on the main: 


issue. 

After the meeting, an Israeli spokes- 
man expressed the hope that, in view of 
this clear ruling, the U.N. Security 
Council would now deal expeditiously 
with Israel's complaint against Egypt's 
interference with Suez shipping.

The accession to the Premiership 
of Mr. J. Strydom, who this week 
succeeded Dr. Malan, is not expected. 
to affect the present good relations 
between the South African Jewish 

community and the Government. 
“Unlike other members of his Govern- 
ment, in particular*Mr. Eric Louw, now 
a candidate for the Finance Ministry, 
Mr. Strydom has never engaged in anti- 
Jewish agitation. It is recalled, however, 


‘that during the war, in a Parliamentary 


debate, replying to a question on his 
attitude towards the creation of a Jewish 
National Home, he remarked: ‘“* The 
sooner they: go there the better.” 
In general, the utmost ‘cordiality has 
prevailed between the Government and 
the Jewish community since the 
Nationalists assumed power. There is no 
reason. to expect that this position is 
likely to change. 
‘Before the 1948 elections, it is recalled, 
Mr. Strydom announced that if his party 
were returned to power they would 
recognise the new State of Israel. 


FIVE-YEAR EXTENSION 
FOR UNRWA. 
Israel’s Attitude Clarified

The Four-Power resolution extend- 
ing the United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency's activities for five 
years was approved by the Ad Hoc 
Committee here on Tuesday by 41 
votes to nil with eight abstentions— 
Israel, Iraq, Burma, and the Soviet 
Bloc. | 

Mr. Michael Comay, the Israeli dele- 
gate. pledged Israel's support of Unrwa 
and certain sections of the resolution, 
but stated that Israel could not vote in 
favour of it as a whole because the pre- 
amble included reference to other resolu- 
tions which the Jewish State considered 
inoperable. such as the repatriation: of 
the Arab: refugees. : 

The . Dutch delegate.. Mr..C. Patijn, 
decried what he termed the “ fetishism "’ 
of restating old resolutions year after 
year. Holland, he said, believed that 
refugees must be integrated in the Near 
East countries and not necessarily in 
Israel. 

At Friday's. meeting of the special 
committee discussing the Unrwa report 
the Israeli delegate stated that Israel was 
willing to pay compensation to the Arab 
refugees if the Arab States lifted their 
economic boycott, and providing foreign 
loans were available to Israel to pay 
such compensation, but there could be 
no repatriation of Arabs who had left 


Israel.

German Court’s Ruling

MINDEN 

The Higher District Court at Hamm 
has upheld the ruling of the Bielefeld 
District Court that valuables deposited 
at the State Bank here eight years ago 
should be handed over to the Jewish 
Trust Corporation | 

The valuables, consisting of gold 
watches, gold plate, coins, wedding-rings, 
and diamonds, were placed in the bank 
by the. British Occupation Forces. They 
were taken from a German tailor who 
had been a member of a police unit at 
the ghetto of Czestochowa, in Poland, 
between 1940 and 1945. The — tailor 
claimed that the jewellery had been given 
‘to him. by Jews before 1932 in payment 
for work done by him. But it was later 
found that most of the valuables had 
been made between 1937 and 1941. | 

Ownership of the jewellery was then 
claimed by the Jewish Trust Corpora- 
tion, The court at Bielefeld decided in 
favour of the Corporation, but the tailor 
appealed against the ruling. 3

UNIVERSITY STUDENTS

JERUSALEM, Thursday 
Professor Mazar, President and 
Rector of the Hebrew University, has 
informed students that if they do not 


pay one-third of their annual fees 


(1£200) by tomorrow, the University 
will remain closed this term. 


This ultimatum followed a mass meet- 
ing of the students who, on Monday, 
decided to return to their studies on con- 
ditions which, however, the University 
authorities refused to consider. The 
students had earlier received an assurance 
from Professor Mazar that no student 
would have to leave the University 
because of, inability to pay fees and that 
a loan fund would be us¢d generously for 


the students. 


But at. their meeting, which was 
attended by about 1,000 students, they 
demanded a written guarantee that there 
would be no further increase in fees next 
year [the annual fees have recently gone 
up from I£100 to [£200] and that a 
decision regarding loans should: be left 
in the hands of the Students’ Committee.

Four Arab Legionnaires were killed 
and two seriously wounded in a clash 
on Sunday. at Betar, a Revisionist 
settlement five miles south .of Jeru- 
salem, 
According to an Israeli Army spokes- 


man, the Arabs crossed the demarcation — 


line and opened fire when challenged by 
an Israch patrol. The Israchs returned 


the -fire. 


Israel. lodged a complaint. with the 


Chairman of the Mixed Armistice Com- 


mission and am investigating team com- 
posed of Isracli and Jordan delegates, as 
well as United Nations observers, went 


to the scene of the incident, taking with: 


them two journalists and photographers. 


They reported that they had seen the 


dead bodies and the wounded men on 
the Israeli side of the border. | 
The Jordanians were allowed to 
remove the dead, but. the wounded men 
were taken to the Hadassah Hospital in 
Jerusalem, 
Meeting on Tuesday, the Commission 
ruled that the crossing of the line by 
the Legionnaires was a breach of the 
Armistice Agreement and called. on 
Jordan to take measures to prevent 4 
recurrence of such incidents. 
The Jordan delegates claimed that the 
Legionnaires had crossed the demarca- 
tion line inadvertently when trying to 
halt an infiltrator and that they were 
shot at without adequate warning. Bui 
the Israelis insisted in their complaint 
the Arabs opened fire when chal- 
onged. 
Colonel Brewster, the U.N: Chairman 
of the Commission, voted with the 
Israelis, but the Jordan delegates with- 
drew from the meeting in protest before 
the vote was taken.
